Columbus, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)— 


A little ecrap of writing was the cause 


today of Chariton B. Tnomas, a young 
man about eighteen years of age, being 
bound over to the United States court 
today on a serious charge. 

Thomas was arrested Saturday at Rich- 
land charged with raising a postal order 
from $5 to$2%. The order in question was 
stolen from the letta: nox of E. Phillips 
& Sons, and the same person who se- 
cured it also stole two letters containing 
checks, which he fraudulently indorsed. 

Thomas’ preliminary trial occurred to- 
day before United States Commissioner 
Nathan A. Brown. The postal order 
clerk who cashed the order stated that, 
to the best of her anowledge, Thomas 
was not the person who presented the 
order. The teller at one of the banks of 
the city where an attempt was made to 
hav eone of the fraudulently indorsed 
checks cashed, has stated that Thomas 
is not the man who carried the check 
there. 

On one of the checks was the forged in- 
dorsement not only of E.Phillips & Sons, 
Dut also of Ira 8S. Clary, a young attor- 
ney o fthe city. To the letter to the bank 
at Ellaville inclesing the check and ask- 
ing that the money be sent to “B. H. 
Burk" at Columbus—the same name, by 
the way, to which the fraudulently in- 
dorsed postal order was made payable— 
was signed the name “Ira S. Clary.’ 
Thus the thief forged Mr. Clary’s name 
twice. The letter was written on ‘Mr. 
Clary’s stationery. Mr. Clary recalled 
that recently he left some of his Sta- 
tionery at Cooksey Bros.’ store, where 
Chariton B. Thomas was then employed, 
for the purpose of having some copying 
done, and that he did not get all the paper 
back. Mr. Clary had in his possession 
@ receipt from Thomas. It is claimed 
that the handwriting of the receipt is the 
same as the forgery of Mr. Clary’s name 
to the letter, and also the indorsement 
to the check. * 

Thomas Bound Over. 

On the strength, largely, of this sim!- 
larity,.Judge Brown bound Thomas over 
to the United States court in the sum 
of $200. He made bond this affernoon. 
Attorneys Carson and Pinkston, repre- 
senting Thomas, say that there is no 
case against the young man; that the 
similarity in the handwriting, if it ex- 
ists, is not marked. It is thought by the 
government 


‘officers “that the young man 


can give valuable testimony in the case. 
E. L. Cooksey, one of the members of 
the firm for whom Thomas worked until 
recently, left town very suddenly a week 


‘or two ago. 


Thomas f#tates that he knows nothing 
of the case whatsoever. He re- 
turns tomorrow morning to his work at 
Richland, Ga.

London, December 8.—Mrs. Langtry’s 
final appearance on the stage prior to 
her American tour was made tonight 
under exceptional and brilliant circum- 
stances. It had been intended to give a 
private performance of the play, ‘The 
Cross Ways,’’ of which she is joint au- 
thor with Harley Manners, and avhich 
already has been produced with success 
in the provinces, ‘at the Imperial theater, 
when King Edward expected to witness 
the performance. Mrs. Langtry then de- 
cided to make it a semi-public affair. All 
the unreserved seats were distributed 
among the servants of the royal house- 
hold and the remainder of the house 
which was not occupied by members of 
the royal family and their suites was 
sold’ privately to the elite of London 
society. ‘ 

The king. Queen Alexandra, fhe prince 


of Wales and their suites arrived at 9. 


o’clock and without any formality were 
conducted to a box on the right of the 
stage. * :

Lopez, of New York Zoo, 
Kills Mate Bought for 
Him, ,

New York, December 8.—(Special.)— 
Lopez is the name of a jaguar captured 
last year in Paraguay through the special 
efforts of William Mills Butler, secretary 
of the Paraguay Development Company, 
and presented by him to tne zoological 
park. Last September a mate for him 
was bought in Hamburg. 

It was decided Saturday to introduce 
the jaugars. The female was placed in 
a cage raised to the level of Lopez’s cage 
and left there until yesterday morning.» 

The doors were opened yesterday and 
Lopez was kept at a little distance, while 
the female entered. The instant sae was 
fairly inside the cage Lopez growled, 
sprang at her and seized her savagely by 
the throat. One of his teeth penetrated 
her jugular vein. Lopez was beaten over 
the head and prodded wita an iron pole, 
but snoutting his eyes tightly he held on. 

To escape punishment he arose and 
walked away to the right of the cage, 
carrying the ‘fhalf dead female as if she 
weighed nothing. -Within a minute Lopez 
released his victim and walked off to the 
side as calmly as if nothing had hap- 
a The female was dead in two min- 
utes. 

On the spot Lopez was condemned to 
live tne remainder of his life alone. 


NELSON AFTER THE TRUSTS. 


Senator Thinks the Constitution 
Should Be Amended. 

Washington, December 8.—Senator Nel- 
son today introduced a joint resolution for 
#n amendment to the constitution so as 
to give congress the power to control 
| trusts, and also a bill to amend .the 
Sherman anti-trust law by more stringent 
provisions. The provision for an amend- 
ment to the constitution was as follows: 

“Congress shall have power to define, 
regulate, prohibit or disolve trust mo- 
nopolies or combinations, whether exist- 
ing in the form of a corporation or other- 
wise; congress shall also have power to 
license. regulate and control all corpora- 
tions engaged in trade, commerce orother 
business among the sev@gal states or with 
foreign nations.’ 

The bil] for the amendment of the Sher- 
man law makes all mergers or combina- 
"tions in restraint of trade illegal and pro- 
vides punishment of the offense by & fine 
of $10,000 or imprisonment for one year, or 
both, against each person engaged in the 
combination. 

The bill also prohibits combinations in 
restraint of trade and all attempts to 
monopolize -any part of the trade of the 
several states or territories,. providing a 
fine of %,000 or imprisonment for a year 
in each’ case, Corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce are required to file 
with the interstate commission each year 
& statement of their business and also a 
statement giving the names of persons to 
whom stock was originally issued and 
the price received for it. 


FRENCH RECIPROCITY TREATY. 


Senator Cullom Announces That He 
Will Prevent It. 
Washington, December 8.—The first de- 
cided move in the senate this session 
in the interest of the French reciprocity 
treaty Was made by Senator Cullom, 
chairman of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, while the senate @vas in 
executive session today. He called up 
the treaty for the purpése of securing 
an order for the printing of documents 
bearing on the agreement and gave no- 
tice that he would ask the senate to 
take up the treaty at an early day for 
the purpose of disposing of it. The 
proposition met decided opposition from 
a number of senators, including Messrs. 

Aldrich, Hoar, Lodge and Depew. 

Senator Aldrich moved that the treaty 
be referred to the committee on finance, 
saying that he thought it should have a 
more complete investigation and from a 
different standpoint than it had had at 
the hands of the committee on foreign 
relations. He said that so far ds he 
had been able to learn the people who 
desire the ratification of the treaty were 
vastly in the minority in this country. 

Replying to these various remarks, Sen- 
ator Cunom gaid that he intended to 
press consideration of the treaty as ear- 
nestly, as was in his pewer, because he 
believed it to be due to the French re- 
public that the question should be ‘con- 
sidered and disposed of in a dignified and 
proper manner. | ‘

Suffers with Appendicitis at Her 
Lodge in Dublin. 

Dublin, December 8—The countess of 
Dudley, the wife of the lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, was operated upon today for 
appendicitis by Sir Frederick Treves.

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Caracas, Degember 8.—The British min- 
ister, W. H. D. Haggard, and the Ger- 
man charge @affaires, Von Pilgrim-Bal- 
tazzi, left Cafacas at 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon for La Guayra, where Minister 
Haggard went on hoard the British cruis- 
er Retribution, and Herr Von Pilgrim- 
Baltazzi boarded the German cruiser 
Vineta. Both the British and the Ger- 
man legations have been closed. 

Yesterday afternoon the British minis- 
ter and the German charge d’affaires de- 
posited at the private residence of the 
foreign minister, Lopez Barralt, separate 
demands; the British demand being for 
the seitlement of cluims and other mat- 
ters arising out of the last revolution, and 
the German demand being for the pay- 
ment of the interest on the German loan 
and other claims. The demands are with- 
out any spedification as to the time given 
for an answer, but they are in the form 
of an ultimatum, 

At 3. o'clack today ‘Minister Haggard, 
his secretary, Grant Duff, and the chan- 
cellor of.the legation; Godfrey, left Cara- 
cas in company with; the German charge 
d'affaires, Von Pilgtim-Baltazzi, for La- 
guiara. On the arvival of the train at the 
latter port at 6@’clock thirty officers met 
the diplomats at the station. Minister 
Haggard and the other members of the 
British legation went on board the Brit- 
ish cruiser Retribution, while the German 
charge d‘affaires boarded the German 
cruiser Vineta. The ministers left Cara- 
cas withont previously notifying the Ven¢ 
ezuelan government, probably in order 
to avoid any hostile demonstration. ; 

Yesterday and today being festivals 
in Caracas all the public offices are clos- 
ed, and it is impossible to see any one 
in authority regarding the departure of 
the ministers. The handing in of a de- 
mand of such a nature at the private resi- 
dence of a minister forgetting diplomatic 
rules, i éd in some qugrters to be 
without.» pregedent. 

The actual *situation is incomprehensi- 
ble here. Up to this morning no one 
appeared to know ‘anything about the 
Anglo-German projected demonstratign. 
The foreign minister said he considered 
a menace on the part of Germany to be 
inadmissible and that any threat would 
be only a “balloon d’essai’”” (a feeler), 
while as for England, said the minister, 
she had no grounds for aggression. 

The Associated Press correspondent in- 
spected the two legations yesterday and 
there were then no preparations indicat- 
ing that the ministers intended to aban- 
don their posts, The government: has 
made no military preparation at Lagui- 
ara. Venezuelan citizens considered the 
threat of a demonstration as a bluff and 
set aside the possibility of an Anglo- 
Germgn demonstration. 

The correspondent learns that one of 
the chief officers of the German cruiser 
Vineta told a German family at Laguiara 
that a-blockade of the coasts of Vene 
zuela was imminent. 


Ultimatum Sent. 
London, December 8.—Great Britain and 
Germany have presented ultimatums to 


| Venezuela whica will be followed up by 


the seizufe of the customs unless a sat- 
isfactory settlement is forthcoming with- 
in a brief period. 

The ultimatums have a time limit, but 
the exact date cannot be ascertained 
here. The foreign offices states, with re- 
‘gard to the time limit: 


‘It is a reasonable time in watch Ven- 
ezuela can satisfy the injured govern- 
mer.ts. Both notes are practically identi- 
cal, although the amounts of the claims 
differ. The notes merely reiterate the 
contjnued disregard by the Venezuelan 
government of all our representatives, 
specify our claims and demand imme- 
diate action on the part of President Cas- 
er, government in connection there- 
with,”’ : 


What Britain Will Do. 

Should the British ultimatum meet with 
a hostile reception the British minister, 
W. H. D. Haggard, has been instructed 
to go aboard a British warsaip, or, if 
that is impracticable, to go into the 
neighboring colony. The foreign office, 
however, does not appear to anticipate 
such a contingency, nor\ indeed, does it 
look forward to any startling develop- 
ment.within the next few days, 

A complicating circfimstance has arisen 
in the inability of tae foreign Office to 
communicate with Minister Waggard. The 
officials here believe that he still is in 
Caracas. But owing to the reported break 
of the cable they are ignorant as -to 
what steps he is taking or waat the Ven. 
ezuelan government intends to do, The 
foreign Office is hourly awaiting import- 
ant dispatches from Caracas, but up to a

Son of a Georgian Goes Crazy 
in New York and Is Sent 
to Insane Asylum. 
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New York, December 8.—(Special.)—Once 
in charge of a lynatic asylum and now’an 
inmate of the same institution, that is 
the way in which a strange twist of the 
wheel of fate has reversed the status of 
Dr. Lucius C. Adamson, who was com- 
mitted to the BelJevue insane pavilion 
yesterday. 

Six years ago Dr. Adamson was in 
charge of the Bellevue insane department. 
Before that he had been resident phy- 
sician at the Manhattan state hospital on 
Wards island. Highly educated, the son 
of a Georgia millionaire, he is believed 
to have betome insane from a close study 
of divers’ forms of mania—a form—the 
physicians who examined him say—of 
auto-hypnotism. 

Dr. Adamson went abroad in 1896 and in 
Paris investigated the belief of the so- 
called devil worshippers; a cult that was 
based on religious manta. Then he went 
to Egypt, to India, to China, pursuing his 
researches into religious mania. 

On his return to this country, Dr. Adam- 
gon took up hie residence with J. J. Mills, 
at No. 30 East Twenty-second street, 
where two weeks ago he announced that 
he had joined the devil worshippers in 
Paris and that they were threatening him 


with death by horrible pshychological 
torture. On this night the doctor fast: 
ened the door of his room with heavy 
steel chains. With the aid of a iceman 
and an axe, Mr. Mills broke in Dr. Adam- 
son’s door and found him sitting at a 
table reading unconcernédly.

Ultimatum Presented to Castro. 
Berlin, December 8.—The German-British 
ultimatum to Venezuela was presented at 
3 o’clock yesterday at Caracas. Thé ulti- 
matums are identical in spirit, but not in 
form. Bach embodies the | respective 
claims of the two countries, and is conse- 
quently different. Some announcement on 
the subject would have been made by 
the government to the reichetag today had 
the house been ‘n session.. A statement 
will be made tomorrow, either orally, by 
Chancellor Von Buelow, of read by Presi- 
dent Von Ballestrem. The bundesrath al- 
ready has een informed that the foreign 
office is unwilling tn disclose the text of 
Germany’s ultimatum, sas such a step 
would be against all precedents, and be- 


leause it would also be discourteous to 


Venezuela to publish the text before giv- 
ing that country an opportunity to reply. 
Neither is an intimation given as to’ what 


i forcible action will follow, on the ground 


that this would be disclosing military 
secrets.

House Rent from Wages of Hus- 
bands Killed by Explosion. 
Rebuked for Calling 
Roosevelt “Teddy.” 


Scranton, Pa., December 8.—Aimost the 
entire time of today’s sessions of the 
coal strike commission was taken up by 
the mine workers in presenting their side 
of the controversy with G. B. Markie & 
Company, in the Hazleton regions. 


The miners placed witnesses on the 


stand who gave testimony to show that } 


the company refused to employ them be- 
cause they belonged to the union, had 
evicted them from their house for the 
same cause, that the docking system was 
intolerable, that the question of the men 
getting the 10 per cent in wages granted 
as a result of the 1900 strike is much in 
doubt, because the men do not know how 
the company is figuring out the price in 
powder, which enters into the computa- 
tion of the increase, and that the size of 
the mine cars has increased, but the 
wages have not. 

Two Hungarian women, one of them the 
mother of the boy who testified on Satur- 
day, were placed on the stand and told 
how the Markle Company deducted house 
tent from the last wages of their hus- 
bands, who were killed in the mines, and 
how the company attempted to get them 
to sign a paper which would absolves the 
Markles from damages for the death of 
the men. 

Worked Without Pay. 

The women also confirmed the story 
told by the breaker boy, that the chil- 
dren had to work without pay until the 
debt owed by the dead father was 
paid off. 


The Markle Company was not repre- 
sented by its own lawyers before the 
commission, although it had ample notice 
that testimony affecting their colleries 
would be presented. The commisioners 
expect the company to bring in evidence 
int rebuttal to the stories told by wit- 
nesses on Saturday and today. 

The commisioners were very much sur- 
prised today to learn that the 10 per cent 
increase granted in 1900 was not a 
straight-out raise In wages, but instead 
gn 21-2 per cent increase and a reduction 
in powder of 71-2 per cent, making the 
net increase in earnings 10 per cent, which 
the miners claim is not being paid by the 
Markle Company, through ways of figur- 
ing they do not understand. The question 
came in for considerable discussion and 
no one in the court room could give the 
commission a satisfactory explanation. 

The commissioners today made another 
request upon the companies to present 
figuresas quickly as possible, and as a re- 
sult tae Erie Company, late in the day, 
submitted statistics regarding wages, 
hours and other data relating to the sub- 
ject. The data made quite a large bun- 
die. The powder question came up be- 
fore the commission at the afternoon sea- 
sion and caused considerable discussion, 
and when it was over the commissioners 
knew little more about the intricacies of 
the question taan they did before, 

Cost of Living and Wages. 

At the afternoon session tcsimony was 
introduced to show that, while wages 
had remained the same, the cost of liv- 
‘ing had increased some 25 per cent over 
two years ago. 

John D. Hughes, Scranton manager for 
Armour & Co., gave tae wholesale prices 


| for all meats, comparing them with the 


prices prevailing in 1900 and 1901. He pre- 
sented a large mass of figures, all of 
which showed that the prices of meats of 
alj kinds have increased 23 1-5 per cent 
over the prices of 1900. 

Ira H. Burns, lawyer for the independ- 
ent operators, in cross-examintion, tried 
to saow that the high grocery prices were 
due to short crops, making grain dearer 
for the feeding of animals, then took Mr.

Chicago. December gs—The cold wave 
that bore down on this city, accompanied 
by a slight snow fail, reached its clim2x 
at 9 o'clock today, with zero temperature 
Joday and tonight the mercury will, ac- 
cording to the official forecast, form near 
that point with some relief promised to- 
morrow. 

Five fatalities from causes directly at- 
iributed to the weather have been re- 
ported to the authorities and numerous 
eases of destitution incident to the sud- 
Gen drop in temperature were afforded 
during the night and in the early morn- 
ing. Early traffic on the railrodds, street 
railways and elevated roads was disturb- 
ed, many of the suburban trains being 
from 2 minutes to half an hour late, 
while through trains from the east ahd 
west are reported from 2 to 6 hours 
late. 

The shortage of the coal supply was Se- 
vérely felt for the first time in many 
quarters, the suffering being not entirely 
confined to the poorer classes, but many 
people in more fortunate circumstances 
suffered from inability to secure fuel, it 
being almost impossible to procure coa! 
at any price at some of the outlying conul 
yards. 

Low Temperature in the South. 
Louisville. Ky.. December  —Freezing 
temperature overspreads country south of 
the Ohio river to a line touching north 
Alabama, Missisippi and north Texas, 
the thermometer in many places record- 
ing the coldest weather of the winter. 
Rain fell in southern Texas and much 
anow ‘s reported for various points in 
north Texas and Oklahoma. Some of the 
minimum temperatures reported are:

‘washington, December 8—The senate 
géommittee on immigration today gave a 
jiearing to parties interested in the bill 
to regulate the immigration of aliens 


jnto the United States. 

Goodwin Brown, of the New York state 
wnacy commission, said in the state in- 
sane hospitals of New York there were 
$4,900 inmates and they were increas- 
ing at the rate of about 700 a year. One- 
naif of the large number, he declared, 
) born and should not have 


are foreign 
peen permitted to land. He offered a 


proposed amendment to the bill extend- 
ing the time to two years for deporting 
an alien who has become a public charge 
and with the additional provision that 
“any alien who becomes @ public charge 
py reason of lunacy, idiocy or epilepsy 
within two years after arrival will be 
presumed to have become such from 
causes existing prior to landing, unless 
the contrary be affirmatively shown,” . 

Mr. Brown said that in the course of 
ten years the foreign born insane in this 
country will cost the United States $0,- 
o0.000. He declared that the state of New 
York would be willing to pay the entire 
expense of deporting all who came to the 
state and all who became insane within 
two years provided within his amend- 
ment should it be adopted. ; 

The foreign insane, Mr. Brown said, 
were largely from the pauper class. 

Commissioner General of Immigration 
Sargent urged the retention of the pro- 
vision for a $3 head tax. Many unde- 
sirable immigrants, he declared, would 
not come here if the tax was raised. 
“These are the people who cause the 
most trouble in this country.” 

Commissioner of Immigration Williams, 
of New York, suggested certain changes 
in the bill in order to draw more tightly 
the line on immigrants. 

There was much perjury at Ellis Island, 
Mr. Williams said, particularly with re- 
spect to diseased immigrants and a term 
of imprisonment should be fixed in cases 
of that kind. He was emphatic in fav- 
oring the sale of liquors at immigrant 
stations and insisted that the secretary 
of the treasury should have authority to 
say what should be sold at these stations. 

Dr. A. B. Richardson, commissioner of 
lunacy of New York state, corroborated 
the statements of Mr. Brown regarding 
the proposition of foreign born insane in 
hospitals and urged the closest restric- 
tions on aliens. In cases of suspects, Dr. 
Richardson urged that the burden of 
proof be put on the individual and not 
on the government. Senators Mason and 
Clay thought this would be a hardship. 

The committee adjourned until tomor- 
row. .

NORTH CAROLINA CONVICTS. 


4 Oo 
Earnings of Work SHown by Report 
of Penitentiary. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 8.—(Special.)— 
The fiscal year of the state ends Novem- 
ber 30, but that of the penitentiary De- 
cember 31. The message of Governor Ay- 
cock must be ready by the end of the 
year, as the legislature meets but a few 
days later. A special report of the peni- 
tentiary will therefore be made to him 
earlier, so he can use the facts and 
figures. The net earnings of the peni- 
tentiary are expected to be between 
$25,000 and $30,000, and may exceed the 
latter figure. It is found that in this 
state railway construction is the most 
profitable employment. of convicts, and 
from 400 to 40 of them have this year 
been nearly all the while engaged in this 
work. The first use of convicts outside 
the central prison was in building the 
Spartanburg and Asheville railway in 1874. 


The officials then knew but little about. 


the care of convicts, the penitentiary 
having been established but four years, 
and there was-a great deal of sickness 
and many deaths, so many that there 
was a special legislative inquiry. The 
convicts now employed have excellent 
health. The state farm has this year 
proved profitable. The yield of nearly 
all erops there was larger than ex- 
pected. The health of the convicts has 
been greatly inproved; in fact, made ex- 
cellent by the use of artesian wells. The 
number of state convicts steadily de- 
creases year by year, while that of coun- 
ty. convicts, sentehced to work on the 
roads, increases. Some counties have no 
road gangs, but other counties work their 
convicts; in fact, some of the larger 
counties procure all the convicts they 
can from the less progressive ones, which 
have not gone into road building. But 
for convict labor there would not be a 
mile of macadamized public highway in 
the state. The convicts have in 28 years 


built rather more than one-third of the’ 


railway mileage in the state. 


TO INCREASE CAPITAL STOCK. 


Stockholders of Gainesville Mills To

Benton, Biaine and Alexander Ste- 
phens Only Men Whom House 
Ever Honored as It Did 
| Mr. Beed—Text of 

| Resolutions. — 


Washington, December. 8—The house 
today. paid a.remarkable tribute to the 
memory of ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed. 
His death had created a profound impres- 
sion and there was a universal desire 
among the members that he house show 
a signal mark of respect to his memory. 
For the house to take action on. the 
death of a former member had only three 
precedents in its history—namely, on the 
occasions of the death of Benton, Blaine 
and Alexander Stéphens, when the house 
adopted resolutions and adjourned out of 
respect to their memories. It wag decided 
to follow these precedents in the case of 
Mr. Reed. The chaplain at the opening 
of the session paid a feling reference to 
the death of the ex-speaker. No business 
Was transacted beyond the formal reading 
of two messages from the president and 
an arrangement to postpone the special 
order for today—the London dock charge 
billeuntil tomorrow. 

Mr. Sherman, of New York, then, amid 
profound silence, arose and in a few feel- 
ing remarks offered the following resolu- 
tions: 

‘*Resolved, That the following minute be 
spread upon the record of the house of 
representatives: 


“Hon. Thomas Brackett Reed died in 
Washington, December 7, 1902. For twen- 
ty-two vears he had been a member of 
the house; for six years its speaker. His 
service terminated with the fifty-fifth con- 
gress. Within this chamber the scene 
of his life’s greatest activities was laid. 
Here he rendered services to his country 
which placed him in the front rank of 
American statesmanship. Here he ex- 
hibited characteristics which compelled 
respect and won admiration. Forceful 
ability, intrinsic worth, strength of char- 
acter brought him e593 fame and con- 
gressiona] leadership. In him depth and 
breadth of intellect, with a full and well- 
rounded development had produced a 
giant who towered above his fellows and 
impressed them -with his power and his 
wisdom. 

“A dintinguished statesman; a lofty pa-, 
triot: a cultured scholar; an_ incisive 
writer: a unique orator; an unmatched 
debater: a master of logic, wit, satire; 
the most famous of the world’s parlia- 
mentarians; the great and 2, ang 2 se 
citizen of the American republic has gone 
into history. 

“Resolved, That in honor of the dis- 
tinguished dead the house do now ad- 
journ.,”’ 


Snerman’s Tribute to Reed. 
In presenting the resolution, Mr. Sher- 


man said: 

“Mr. Speaker, the life of former Speak- 
er Reed ended yesterday. Its span meas- 
ured many years less than the allotted 
life of man; and yet there was within it 
sy much of moment taat its fame became 
great ang would be lasting. He was a 
citizen of my state since his retirement 
from public life, although it was as a 
representative from the state of Maine 
that he rendered his service to the public 
and ft is in the state of Maine that ‘ne 
will have his final resting place. 

“To have served with Mr. Reed was an 
honor: to have been in close touch with 
him an inspiration; to have enjoyed his 
confidence and friendship a delgiht. He 
was so great. his service to this country 
so Valuable, that it seems to me we may 
fitly depart from what is the usua: cus- 
tom of the house when one not in ypub).c 
life dies, I, tnerefore, Mr. Speaker, offer 
the resolution which I send to the eclerk.’’ 


When the reading of the resolutions hag 
been concluded, Speaker Henderson asked 
if there was objection to their present 
consideration. The silence remained un- 
broken. The resolutions were then unan- 
imously adopted and accordingly, at 12:15, 
the speaker declared the house adjourned 
out of respect to the memory of Mr. Reed.

Machinery for Rome’s New Cotton 


Factory Arriving. 

Rome, Ga.,~ December 8.—(Special.)— 
The machinery for the big new cotton 
mill of the MasSachusetts milis in Geor- 
gia is arriving at Lindale. The new mill 
building is one of the most modern and 
up-to-date structures of its kind in the 
south. It will contain 42,000 spindles and 
1,400 looms. When this new mill is put 
into operation the early part of next 
vear there will be a total capacity in 
mills Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of 93,364 spindles 
and 3.176 looms, which will make it the 
largest mill in Georgia or South Caro- 
lina. 

The mills use 40,000 bales of cotton an- 
nually, or as much as is grown in threw 
or four counties in this section. Floyd 
county only makes 12,000 bales. 

In order to accommodate the employees 
for the new mill seventy-five new two 
and a half story houses have just been 
erected. The town of Lindale will soon 
have a population of 5,000 people. It pre- 
sents a veny lively appearance these 
days.

His great ability is backed 
by good blood, as he is a great-great- 
grandson of Thomas Jefferson. He has 
recently organized a military company 
at Lindale with ninety-four members. it 
will be mustered in this week.

The Illness of Mr. Richardson. 

The large state circle of his friends 
and admirers will hear with regret of 
the illness of Mr. Frank H. Richardson. 
His jong connection with the news- 
paper life of the state has enabled him 
to impress himself upon the public re- 
gard in an emphatic way. Being a 
man of most genial personal nature, 
he could not escape importing into his 
work the spirits of kindliness and op- 
timism. By these attributes he be- 
came distingilished as a smooth, gen- 
erous and forceful writer—illuminat- 
ing and inspiriting. 

Mr. Richardson has been a close de- 
votee to his work and probably this at- 
tack upon his physical forces is the 
penalty of a tireless fidelity to toil 
in the delights of his profession. His 
friends will be unanimous in hoping 
that his strength will stand against the 
disease that has grappled him and 
with the aid of his hopeful nature he 
may soon be restored to health and 
his sphere of usefulness. In his pres- 
ent confinement he .ay be cheered by 
the.assurance that such is the earnest 
desire of his unnumbered friends. 


Heading Us Off in Cuba. 

The state “epartment has issued, in 
“advance sheets of consular reports,” 
a statement that sounds very curious 
in the light of our strenuous efforts to 
acquire reciprocity with Cuba. It says 
that European manufacturers of ma- 
chinery are now selling their products 
in the island at prices from 10 to 30 
per cent lower than those offered by 
American competitors. These Euro- 
peans are also said to offer “lower 
shipping rates, quicker delivery and 
more advantageous terms of payment,” 

If these things be true, and we have 
no reason to doubt them, it would 
seem that much larger preferential 
rates will be needec than those here- 
tofore suggested {1 favor of American 
manufacturers of machinery in order 
to enable them to capture the Cuban 
market, itis was hoped they might 0, 
It is also ‘difficult to understand how 
these Eurgpean manufacturers, almost 
four thouSand miles away from the 
Cuban market, are able to offer lower 
shipping rates and quicker delivery 
than is possible by American manu- 
facturers. Our  outhern ports °<re 
within 100 to 300 miles of Havana, ind 
certainly it ought to be possible for 
American goods to possess an invin- 
cible advantage in r-tes betw2en tis 
country and Cuba. As for quick de 
livery, it has been heralded around 
the world that European, Sonth Afri- 
ean, Australian and Japanese con- 
tracts h-ve been given to American 
firms of iron workers, bridge builders 
and machinery makers, primarily be- 
cause they were enabled to’ rake 
“quicker celiveries” than their com- 
petitors in England, France or Ger- 
many. Therefore, it is seemingly an 
inexplicable anoma‘y that European 
machinery dealers can offer quicker 
deliveries in Cuba than american man- 
ufacturers. 

Concerning the m advantageous 
terms of payment the statement is 
probably true, and will remain true so 
long as Amer -an wm: .ufacturers at- 
tempt to do busin-~ in the West In- 
dies, Central and Soutu America after 
the fashion that has 1! >en established 
here in the United States. it is the 
custom of the Latin-American countrics 
to purchase upon long time, credits 
running ‘vith accepted merchants for 
as long as twelve months. The Euro- 
peans have always been. able to give 
such terms, while Americans have per- 
sistently refused them, requirinz pay- 
ment within ninet-- <avs, at the long- 
est. Therefore, it is nc. to be expected 
that the shrewd Spanish merchants 
of those countries vill give up readily 
tp the American way of doing bus‘ess, 

This report from the state depart- 
ment presages a long. and hard strug- 
gle, even upon reciprecity ‘rms, be- 
fore the American trade can monopo- 
lize the Cuban market even in ex- 
change for Cuban products. Fortu- 
nately -or the Cuban. their cztaple 
products are those that we are obliged 
to have ari will buy for cash, if we 
cannot get them in exchange. Indeed, 
for one hundred years the Spaniards 
in Cuba have been selling tus sugar, 
tobacco and fruits for cash.and spénd: 
ing the latter in Europ. for goods that 
might have been more easily and per- 
haps more cheaply purchased in this 
country. The problem is one which 
congress and the commercial interests 
of the country will have to work out 
to the best advantage they can, well 
knowing from the start that the Euro- 
peans do not mean to give up thoge 
markets without a strong, struggle. 


Lynchings, Foreign and Domestic. 

In the Italian chamber of deputies, 
the other day, the min’ '+ cf foreign 
affairs, Signor Primetti, referred in his 
report tu negotiations now pending 
between his department and the de- 
partment of state at Washington, to 
Obtain pecuniary satisfaction for tue 
lynching of subjects of the king of 
Italy in the United States. The Itai- 
ian government is pressing its claim 
with all the energy permissible in di- 
plomacy. 

A question like this is a delicate 
one in international relations, and 
under t treaties existing between 
the cizilized powers, there is proba- 
bly little doubt that the relatives f 
the murdered Italians are entitled to 
substantie’ damages by reason of this 
government’s failure to protect the 
victims of the mob. However, the pe- 
culiar organization of the United 
States government makes it exceed- 
ingly difficult to adjust matters of 
this kind, the states in which such 
lawlessness occurs being pecuniarily 
irresponsible, so to speak, in theif re- 
lation to the federal anthority.-

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In support of the plan, it i: 
the taxpayers of a state will ce 
doubly interested in electing officers 
who will suppress any ‘outpreak of 
lawlessness, if such violence 1- at the 
expense of their pockets. The scheme 
might be got to a finer point by hold- 
ing a county directly responsible to 
the state treasury for any such mob 
act committed within its/lmits. Un- 
der that sort of a penalty, the substan- 
tial citizens of a community threaten- 
ed with mot violence might be more 
prompt to turn pacificators an@ up- 
hold, by ferce if necessary the officers 
of the law in the Wischarge of their 
duty. 
It has been proposed to apply the 
same scheme to ali lynchings, whether 
the victim be a f>- igncr or a . itizen 
of the United Stater. If the family 
of a foreign victim is entitlec to dam- 
ages from the mob’s government, the 
family of a domestic victim is equally 
entitled to damages, if not from the 
federal treasury, from the state or 
caunty treasury. Here is a,chance 
for all lynch law reformers who “view 
with alarm,” to ge. ‘iogether on a 
Promising reform=tive prox -sition. It 
is the almighty dollar that puts a citi- 
zen on his law-fearing p’s anc q’s. 
But, seriously, should a govern- 
ment or a subdivision of a govern- 
ment be held accountable, pecunia- 
rily or in moral responsibility, for 


sudden acts of lawlessness che pre-: 


vention of which is as much beyond 
governmental power as it is to stay 
the havoc of wind or lightning? When 
the mob strikes, it strikes like lght- 
ning, or as a cloudburst suddenly 
swells the stream until its irresistible 


pressure tears the staunchest dam |: 


asunder, carrying death and tesola- 
tion in its wild sweep. Unfortunate- 
ly, a strong sheriff’s posse or a com- 
pany of militia is not on the ground 
or possible to be brought thence in 
time to stay the mad hand of. the 
lyncher. Government may be ever so 
Vigilant and ever so prompt to do its 
duty in outbreaks of this nature—it 
generally is—but the mob has taken 
care to forestall the law’s int«rf:-- 
ence in its selection of the fatal 
ground and otherwise, and when the 
conservators of law and. order arrive 
on the scene, more often they find 
the object of the mob’s vengence 
swinging to a limb. Who is responsi- 
ble? The administrators of, law? No. 
The body politic of the community in 
which the lynching has’ occurred? No; 
both the official servants of. the peo- 
Pie and the abstract people had no 
more ability to stay the hana ° law- 
less vengence than they could :.ave 
prevented a tornado snapping off the 
tree upon which the wretch was hang- 
ed. The sympathies of ‘officers and 
public do not e: ‘2r into such a case. 
They may be, and often are,: against 
the mob. A mob rarely represents 
the larger public senutimert. A hand- 
ful of men from aa isolated communi- 
ty may compose it. Such summary 
pinishment is generally inflicted by 
the immediate friends and neighbors 
of the victim of the mob’s victim. 
The abstract public is more often de- 
sirous that the legal formality be ob- 
served. 

This being true, it is to be q .:stion- 
ed if a general government, even, 
should be held responsible in any 


sense for the lynching of a foreigner, , 


it being capable of proof that the vic- 
tim of the mob coulc not have been 
protected by any legal agency. Hu- 
Man laws are no more infalli.. than 
human nature, wua ver may be de- 
manded of them theoretically; there- 
fore, it is manifestly iNogical and v.- 
just to expec’ the impossible of them 
or to hold them responsible for the 
unpreventable.

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In the discusajon before the finahce com- 
mittee of the senate of the several fran- 
chise tax bills now being considered vy 
that committee, various interests affect- 
ed by the proposed measures were invited 
to be heard from. 

The Constitution has already covered 
locally the report of the several meetings 
of the committee, and it presents here- 
with, in full, the address of Judge Ham- 
iltton McWhorter, representing the South- 
ern railway. Judge McWhorter s e as 
follows:* . Y 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen \the 
Committee—It is impossible, within the 
time allotted for this discussion, to even 
allude to the many phases of, the issues 
presented by these several bills. Even 
with more time and much more ability, I 
confess I could not sound the depths nor 
touch all the shores of this broad and 
complex question. 

4ne@ just and impartial taxation of 
substantial property—property that is 
tangible and visible—has always been full 
of perplexities and difficulties to those 
public officers who are charg wii: 
responsibility of the taxing power: This 
duty in the past has disturbed the minds 


| of the ablest economic statesmen and in 


the future it will continue to perplex the 
*° Jom and skill of those charged with 
this great responsibility; but very much 
more intricate and complex and very 
much more perplexing is the effart to tax 
the unsubstantial, the invisible and the 
intangible property of corporations c.lled 


franchises. 


In the beginning of , this discussion it 
is well to define a franchise, especially 
as this committee is composed almost en- 
tirely of business men who are not law- 
yers. . 

A fran¢hise may be simply defined to 
be a right conferred by the state or its 
authorities unon an individual or a -cor- 
poration, which is not exercised and en- 
joyed by the public generally. 

Th2 doctors speak of a contusion. 
This to us is merely a’ bruise and may 
be insignificant. and painless. The law- 
ye:= speak of a franchise. This is mere- 
ly @ right conferred upon a corporation 
or an individual! which is not enjoyed and 
exercised by the natural citizen. 

To ilustrate: Two or more individuals 
may form a partnership to construct a 
Yailroad or organize a bank or project a 
newspaper without incorporation and, 
therefore, without a franchise or charter 
rights. This would be a partnership and 
ali the property of each of the.paritners 
would bé@ liable for the»payment of all 
the debts of such a venture. 

On the other hand, two or more per- 
sons may be incorporated and chartered 
for the purpose of constructing a rail- 
road or organizing a bank or projecting 
@ nhewspaper. In this event they have a 
franchise and are protected by charter 
rights and under the law all the proper- 
ty of the members of the corporation 
would not be liable for its debts as in @ 
partnership, but by virtue-of their fran- 
chise or charter rights their liability is 
limited and they are immune from the 


y¥ misfortune or miscarriage of the venture, 


exceot to the cxtent o7 their unpaid sub- 
scriptions, It will be observed, therefore, 
that under a partnership there is no pro- 
tection from a general and full lability 
for its debts, but under an incorporation 
the state. protects the property of the 
stockholders against the misfortune cnd 
miscarriage of the enterprise. 

Therefore, I repeat, in general terms, 
a. franchise is a right which the state 
confers upon an incorporation which 1s 
not enjdyed by an unincorporated bo~y. 


Questions To Consider. 

With tnis definition in our minds, we 
will proceed to the discussion of these 
bills, which suggest several questions. 

First, has the development of this state 
sufficiently ripened and matured to 4uU- 
thorize a franchise? 


: ‘Becond, if so, should not a bill for this 
‘purpose be more 


deliberately considered 


than is allowed within the short time 


which the senate is now able to give it, 
upon the heels of its session, with the 


‘appropriation bill. and general tax act 


et ta be considered? 
* Third, does either of the bills now under 


| discussion present a feasible plan for just- 


ly and impartially assessing and va uing 
franchises or equabjy adjusting a fran- 
chise tax te the many corporations upon 
which it wil] ultimarely rest, or fixing 
and limiting the tax rate which will bé 
levied upon such franchise when valued, 
or will you undertake to tax certain speci- 
fied franchises and purposely omit othez 
franchises? 

I confess my inability, within the limi- 
tations of this occasion, to fully elabo- 
rate these fundamental] questions, but I 
heg that you will consider them, and 1 
am sure you will give them just and im- 
partial consideration. 

Permit me to hurriedly discuss each of 
the suggestions in their reverse order. 

If franchises are to be taxed, if our 
resources have reached the floodtide’ of 
their development, and, therefore, df in 
the wiedom of its lawmakers this state 
has reached this point in its development 
and progress, then the Skelton Dill is 


fairer and more just than the Candler 


bill. 

e Skelton bill taxes all franchises 
upon their merits—if any corporation is 
exercising any franchise which adds value 
to its tangible property, it 1s taxed to 
that extent. I% not, it is not taxed. But 
the special poidt to which I now ecail your 
attention is that it taxes all franchises. 

The Candler bill specifies certain fran- 
chises and -exempts all others. Under 

our constitution this cannot be done, 
von cannot make flesh of one and fowl 
of the other. The constitution provides 
that ‘‘all taxes shall be uniform upon the 

class of subjects and ad valorem 
upon all am gg hy subject to be taxed,” 
and “shall be levied and collected under 
genera! laws."’ The Candler bill, thougn 
aimed at corporate franchises, specifical- 
ly names and seeks to attach i f to cer- 
tain designated franchises with certain 
characteristics. Just as well, Mr. Chair- 
man, to use a homely illustration: could 
you impose a poll tax on all blue-eyed 
men or all black-eyed men or all white 
men, or into a iaw any effort to tax 
any pa - gormeed class which exempts 
others? 

This bill seems to be duplicated from the 
New York franchise law. bunt it must not 
be overlooked that the New Yark consti- 
tution has no uniformity or ad valorem 
clause tn it. The legislature of that state 
has the power to tax or apply ite tax 
levy to certain species of property and is 
only Hmited by the inherent law of com- 
mon justice and right. 
ited franchise law from any state can 

uced. where such state has a uniform. 
ty or ad valorem clause, as is found in 


our constitution. 

The Skelton bill is not open to this ob- 
jection. It is at least fair and impartial 
to the extent that it applies to all fran- 
chises alike and each must stand on its 
own .

Two Sides to the House. 
It has been noticed that the two sides 


resen have been pitted 
against each other to a certain extent, 
the majority of those on one side voting 
one way, while those on the opposite side 
have voted the other. To a stranger, it 
might have given the appearance of an 
assembly divided like the lower house 
of cofigress, with republicans on. one 
side and the democrats on the other. 

Frequently on motions to adjourn and 
on even more important motions there 
would be, for instance, 30 or 40 affirmative 
votes on the right of the chair and only 
half @ dozen to the left, while the nega- 
tive vote would be reversed. 

And yet the house is not divided into

Depot Committee Report. 

The report of the special committee ap- 
pointed under the resolu¥jon of Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, to investigate the Atlanta depot 
and determine what could be done toward 
making the lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad repair and put in good 
condition the present passenger station, 
was submitted to the house yesterday by 
Mr. Hall, the committeoe’s chairman, 

The report is a voluminous typewritten 
document, going into the detaile of the 
depot situation, and reaching the conclu- 
sion that under the lease contract the 
lessee company can be confhelled to put 
ihe depot in good condition, and that this 
compulsion can be carried practically to 
the extent of requirmg the company to 
build a new depot. 

The report is in line with a bill which 
Mr. Hail has introduced directing the 
governor to require the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Railroad Company 
to repair the depot at once. The bill will 
probably not receive consideration at thig 
session on account of the faet that there 
are s0 many measures ahead of it on the 
ealendar. 


Three Sessions a Day, 

During the remainder of the present 
legislative session the house wil] meet 
three times a day, from 9 to 1 o'clock, 
from 3 to 5 p. m. and from 8 'to 9:30 p. m.

Supreme Court Holds That 
Suicide Doesn’t Invalidate 
Insurance Policies. 


Washington, December 8.—The United 
Siates supreme court today affirmed tne 
opinion of the circuit court of appeals in 
the case of the Knights Templar and 
Masons’ Life insurance Company v. Hosa 
B. Jarmen. 

The case involved the vaiidity of the 
suicide statute of Missouri of 1874, pro- 
viding that suicide shall not be a defense 
against the payment of a iffe insurance 
Policy, the policy involved being upon 
the life of John P. Jarmen, husband of 
Mrs. Rosa Jarmen, who, while insane, 
— his life in Grundy county, Mo., in 


The decision of the court sustained the 
law, and held the company liable for the 
amount of policy regardless of the. fact 
that the policy contained a clause for the 
avoidance of policy In case of suicide, 
whether voluntary or otherwise, sane or 
insane. . 

The United States ~st4preme ‘court to- 
day rendered an opinion in the case of 
the Iowa Life Insurance Company v. Lulu 
T. Lewis, involving the question as to 
whether collection can be made on a life 
insurance policy on which the premium 
has not been paid. 

In this case a policy was issued by the 
the life of Thomas 


.0Wa company upon 
M. Lewis, a.resident of Fort Worth,

‘and Booth. of Wajiten. 

Before final action was taken the bill 
Was amended in certain. particulars fer 
for the purpose of perfecting it. Tae 
house adopted an amendment on Satur- 
day making the bill applicable for two 
years, 193 and 1904, instead of one, as 
was formerly intended. Other sections 
were amended so as to preserve this fea- 
ture throughout, theré being no objection 
as the matter had already been passed 
upon. 

It is not believed the opponents of the 
foreign corporation tax bill will make any 
serious effort to defeat the bil] in case 
the senate should leave this section in 
tue measure. There were 81 votes for the 
section in the house yesterday, and many 
others who are opposed to it would not 
yote against the bill because that would~ 
involve an extra session. 

On tae other hand, if the senate should 
strike out the section it is not thought 
the house would insist on it to the extent 
of defeating the. measure. None of the 
members want to be held responsible for 
an extra session and the chanc are, 
whatever happens, the bill will be passed 
before adjournment, 

Moved To Reconsider. 

As soon as the bill had been passed Mr. 
Siaton, of Fulton, moved to reconsider 
the action of the house in passing the 
bill so that an amendment might be offer- 
ed to strike section 18, which puts a tax 
of $25 to $1,000 on foreign corforations 
doing business in the state, 

Tnere was Strenuous argument on the 
motion to reconsider. Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, called the previous question with a 
view to preventing debate, but Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, urged that the call be voted 
down and the house took his advice. 

Mr. Hall fought the motion to recon- 
sider. The house had spent taree days 
on the bill, he said, and there were only 
four days left for its consideration by 
the genate. If the motion carried it 
would open up the whole bill and amend- 
ments might be offered to any and all 
sections of m by any member of the 
aouse. He said he had some . mendments 
to offer himself, but would prefer to let 
them go, the house having voted on them, 
than to see the whole measure opened to 
discussion aga‘n. The house had passed 
once on the measure and that should set- 
tle it. * 

Mr. Slaton ‘appealed for a reconsidera- 
tion. He declared there was danger Ir. 
section 18 of the bill. It had been insert- 
ea in the committee room  0»practically 
withdut disctission or consideration and 
when only six out of thirty members of 
the committee were present. This matter 
should be put in a separate bill and fully 
and earefully, consider before being 
passed upon. Jt is a question of finance, 
Mr. Slaton said, and such questions 
should not be passed on witaout due and 
thoughtful deliberation, 

Judge Akin, of Bartow, made an urgent 
appeal against reconsideration. He epoke 
of the short time the senate had to con- 
sider tha medsure, and said so far as 
discussion wag concerned the question 
had been fully debated in the house on 
Friday and Saturday. He referred to tac 
fact that advocates of many interests 
would appear before the senate commit- 
teé to protest against taxation, but said 
there would be no advocates for the péeo- 
ple, who were entitled to the greatest 
consideration. 

In the Interest of Farmers. 

Mr. Miller, of’ Muscogee, argued in fa- 
vor of reconsideration, giving the ad- 
ditional reason that the passage of such a 
section would not only drive capita] away 
but would prevent the farmegs of the 
state from getting advances on taeir 
crops. The money needed by the farmers 
was in many instances furnished by these 
corporations which would leave the state 
if such.a burden were put upon them. 

The previous question was called and 
the yea and nay vote was taken. 

Mr. Houston, of Fulton, in explaining 
his vote in favor of reconsideration, read 
tne resolutions adopted by, the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce protesting against 
the imposition of such a tax upon foreign 
corporations as section 18 proposed. These 
resolutions. Mr. Houston said, were 


opted by Atlanta busines men, and not 
a Prepresentatives of foreign corpora- 


tions.

House Voies Down Special Ap- 
propriation fo That Institution 


Action Was Taken After a Spirited 
Debate—House Gees on Becord 
as Being Opposed te Push- 
ing Bills Ahead on the 

Calendar. | 


Unless the housé reconsiders its ac- 
tion the school for the deaf and dumb 
at Cave Springs will not get a special 
appropriation to provide necegsary dormi- 
tories for the children of that institution 
at this session of .the legislaturé. 

The bill by Mr. Hawes, of Hibert, carry- 
ing an appropriation of $11,500 to build 
an annex at the school was defeated by 
a vote of 82 to 57 during the meeting yes- 
terday afternoon. The author of the 
measure, however, has given notice of a 
motion to reconsider and the house will 
doubtless take action on that motion to- 
day. 

The dill was disposed of. after con- 
siderable discussion by a number of mem- 

rs of the house. In its original shape 
the measure carried an appropriation of 
$20,000, but was amended by the appro- 
priations committee so as to set aside 
only $11,500. s 

Children’s Health Endangered. 

In explaining the provisions of the bill 
the author stated that there were s0 
many children at the schoo] and so few 
rooms, and these exceedingly small, that 
from six to nine pupils were forced to 
occupy @ single room. This condition, 
he declared, was a menace to the health 
of the afflicted ones who were being 
taught at the institution. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, was one of those 
who strenuously opposed the passage of 
the bill. He asserted that so many grave 
chargea,of mismanagement and extrava- 
gance had been made against the school 
that he desired that the matter be thor- 
oughly investigated before tre would vote 
for a special appropriation to the insti- 
tution. 

During the morning session the house 
demonstrated conclusively that it was 
opposed to putting any bills ahead of 
those on the calendar to be considered 
out of their turn. The committee on 
rules made a report recommending that 
eertain resolutions and bills be set for 
special orders, several of which were 
designated for immediate consideration, 
but the house voted down the report. 

The resolution to authorize the gov- 
ernor to borrow $200,000 to cover casual 
deficiencies was adopted. This is the 
usual resolution which is passed by every 
legislature. The resolution authorizing 
the levy of a special tax to raise $100,000 
for the sinking fund to retire bonds of 
the state was also adopted. This is an- 
other of the measures which it is cus- 
tomary for the general assembly to 


+ pass. 


Afternoon Session. 

At the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion the résolution by Mr: Buchanan, of 
Dodge, to pay J. F. Delacy his salary 
as solicitor general of the Oconee elr- 
cult, was adopted. It seems that Mr. De- 
Lacy had forgotten to draw his salary 
of $62.50 for one quarter last year, and, 
as the money had been turned back into 
the general treasury fund, in order for 
him to recover the amount it was neces- 
sary that législative action be taken. 

The resolution by Mr. Underwood,, of 
White, to pay the pension due J. D. Jar- 
rard to his widow, Mary S, Jarrard, was 
aiso adopted. The dmount was $60, and 
the check, it seems, had been drawn, but 
Mr. Jarrard died before it could be 
cashed. 

The next bill up for passage was the 
measure by Mr. Hawes, of Elbert, to 
appropriate $11,500 to build ansannex for 
the school of the deaf for dormitory 
purposes. Mr. Hawes explained that 
his bill originally called for an appro- 
priation of $20,000, but the committee 
had cut that amount by $8,500. He de- 
clared the school was so greatly crowded 
that the health of the children in the in- 
stitution demanded .additional room. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, said the appro- 
priation was a large ohe and he was not 
in favor of acting on the matter until ‘t 
could be looked into thoroughly. Com- 
mittees, he said, did not have time to 
make proper investigations so as to as- 
certain the absolute néeds of the various 
institutions.of the state. He thought the 
matter could go over unti] next session. 
Mr. Knight, of Berrien; offered an amend- 
ment to reduce the proposed appropria- 
tion to $5,000. 

Favored the Measure. 

Mr. Davis, of Meriwether, said he had 
visited the school and was positive the 
institute needed the relief Mr. Hawes’ 
bill sought to give. Mr. Harden, of 
Chatham, stated he desired to corroborate 
the statement by the author of the bill. 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, declared it was not 
a question of needs, but of moriey. 

‘Where are we to get that money?” he 
asked. ‘“‘We have already appropriated 
more money than the tax rate will r : 
and we are appropriating amounts t 
and left, while we have made no provision 
to méet these various expenditures.”’ 

Mr. Moses, of Coweta, said he hoped 
the bili wotfld pass ‘because tile aéchool 
certainly needed tae appropriation. 

“If we are going to keep up these insti- 
tutions,”’ he deciared, ‘let us do it.” 

Mr. Fiynt, of Spalding, said the line 
must be dfawn somewhere, and he would 
oppose the appropriation on the ground 
that there was not sufficient money pro- 
vided to pay it. Mr. Steed, of Carroll, 
spoke im favor of the bill.. He said the 
school deserved assistance, because the 
health of the inmates demanded that 
more room be provided for them. 

Had Clear ence. 

“Talk t a de treasury,’ he 
exclaimed, “I would rather go out of this 
nall with a depleted treasury than to go 
{ away from here with a constience that 
was not absolutely clear. I could not dis- 
regard the appeal of those little help- 
leas ones and retain a clear conscience.” 

Mr. Hall cut off further discussion by 
calling for the main question. When Mr. 
Felder’s name was reached on the roll 
he asked the privilege of explaining his 
vote, whica was against the bill.

An application for execulive clemency 
for Millard Lee. convicted of the murder 
of Miss IAlla Suttles and sentenced to be 
hanged on Tuesday, December 23, was 
filed with the vrfson commission yester- 
day by Messrs. Arnold & Arnoid and 
Harve: Hill, Lee’s counsel.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, Vecember 8.—Susiness at the 
stock exchange today dwindied to an ag~- 
gregate of barely more than a quarter of 
a million shares sold. KMven with this 
small market transactions were consider- 
ably congested in a few prominent stocks.

had a sympathetic effect upon the gen- 
eral list.

_IN-THE COURTS.

WOMAN’S PROPERTY RIGHTS 
IN THE STATE OF GEORGIA 


By Hon. Martin V. Calvin. 


OMEWHERE I got this thought—a 
S man with a mission cannot be cir- 
cumvented. It may be required of 
him to labor and to wait,, but the praise- 
worthy object to which he devotes his 


best energies will inevitably be accom- 
plished. He may not live to realize the 
fruition of his hopes, but the benedictions 
of his patient, ceaseless efforts, in fur- 
therance of justice and right, will rest 
upon and make. glad the livés of hun- 
nag and thousands who come after 

m. 

A pleasing recollection cherished by 
the people of Richmond county, in this 
State, particularly, and by the people 
of the commonwealth generally, is the 
fact that one of her beloved sons pro- 
jected. the idea which, under one form 
of expression or another, after twenty- 
six years of “line upon line,”’ material- 
ized in guaranteeing to every married 
woman in Georgia absolute control . of 
her-own property, whether in possession 
at the time of marriage or subsequently 
acquired. 

The Hon. Andrew J. Miller, twenty con- 
secutive years a member, and two years 
—137 and 185l—president of the state 
senate, was that son. He entered the 
senate in 1837 and was continuously re- 
turned up to and inclusive of the year 
1856, when he passed into the higher life. 
He was a member of that most distin- 
guished house of representatives (1836) 
which carried on its roll the name of 
Alexander Hamilton Stephens and the 
names of others who, later, wrote their 
names high up in the temple of useful- 
ness and of fame. 

Andrew J. Miller, statesman, lawyer, 
soldier—he it was who inaugurated the 
movement in favor of Woman's rights in 
Georgia. Not the right of suffrage—al- 
beit as will be seen in the progress of 
this story there came up in badinage 
during the consideration of the measurés 
he brought forward the suggestion that 
females should be allowed to vote under 
a proposed referendum—but the right of 
using as her own the property of which 
she was possessed at the time of mar- 
riage and that subsequently acquired. 

The history of woman's property rights 
in this state shows a process of evolution 
—gradual, sure and substantial. 

Entering the senate in 1837, Mr. Miller 
introduced, or, in the parlance of that 
period, ‘‘reported,”’ on the third day of 
the session, a bill to be entitled “Anjact 
to fix and define the liability of the hus- 
band for the debts of the wife.’’ Toward 
the close of the session the measure was, 
by a vote of 47 to W, tabled for the bal- 
ance of the session. 

Mr. Milier kept ft in vigorous life, in 
the face of opposition, session to session. 
It ripened into law in the act of Feb- 
ruary 3%, 1856. «gg - 

The bill, just as the distinguished sen- 
ator contemplated, opened new lines of 
thought, so we find Senator Calhoun, 
doubtless in accordance with an under- 
standing with Senator Miller, specializing 
and broadening the latter's wise and far- 
reaching policy through a bill for the 
protection and preservation of the rights 
of married women. 

This bill passed the senate, ayes 23: 

nays 20. A motion to reconsider was de- 
feated—ayes 18; nays 24. 
In the heust that session, and every 
subsequent session at which the bill 
passed the senate, the measure went to 
defeat. The eligibles of that period did 
not propose to deny themselves the prop- 
erty rights which would come to them 
under the old law. Thé would-be hus- 
bands of that time. said each to him- 
self, ‘in the language of the code: “Mar. 
riage is a valuable consideration,”’ and 
Kept the property idea constantly be. 
fore them. 

In 1847 Mr. Miller again brought the 
measure forward. While the bill was 
under’ consideration Senator Augustus 
Reese proposed an amendment that the 
act shouvid not be effective until Jan- 
uary 1, 1849, and that, at the election 
for congressmen in 1848, the question 
should be submitted to the people—voting 
“For old law” or “For woman's law” 


This amendment was agreed to—ayes 24- 


nays 19. On the question of agreeing to 
the report of the committee, which was 
favorable to ee a the _— were 5; the 
nays 38, so the was

22; nays 21.’ 

in 1849 Mr. Miller again introduced the 
bill. Former Governor and United States 
Senator Joseph E. Brown was in the 
senate and voted against “the new fan- 
gied idea.”’ 


Former 
fered an amendment submitting the pro- 


posed act to a vote of the people at the 
gubernatorial election of 1851. The amend- 
ment provided that females between the 
ages of 16 and 60 should be permitted to 
vote. , 

The amendment was defeated and the 
bill lost—17 to 19. The action of the sen- 
ate was reconsidered—22 to 16. Later the 
bill was lost—ayes 21; nays Z@. 

In 1851 Senator Hardeman championed 
the measure, but all the while it was 
conceded to be Mr. Miller's own. The 
bili -Dassed—ayes 24; nays 17. 

During the session 1865-'56 Mr. Miller 
kept the bill before the senate. Finally, 
nl was indefinitely postponed— 


ayes 44; nays 41. 

It was during this session that Sena- 
tor Miller passed to his reward. His 
work survived him, and the women of 
Georgia should do honor to his memory 
and teach the youta of the state to revere 
his name and to emulate his noble ex- 
ample. Follow me now as I trace the 
progress of the helpful and elevating 
movement set on foot by the senator 
who so splendidly illustrated “old Rich- 
mond” and the commonwealth through 
nearly a quarter of a century that was 
brimfull of important and stirring events: 

Under the act approved February 2i, 
178, a woman's estate, as soon as sne 
married, became vested in her husband 
in the same manner as her personai 
property. 

The act of December 29, 1847, abolished 
imprisonment for debt, so far as wid- 
ows and feme soles were concerned. 

The act of December 3, 1851, provided 
that in all cases where a marri woman 
was deserted by her ausband, and had, 
while so deserted, by her own efforts, or 
those of her children, acquired property 
of any kind, the same should be exempt 
from the payment of her husband's debts 
and be vested in said married woman 
for her sole and separate use—not subject 
to the debts, contracts or control of aer 
husband. 

The act of February 2, 1856—Mr. Mil- 
ler’s thought enacted into law—provided 
that when persons intermarry, the hus- 
band should not be liable for the debts of 
the wife furtner than the property re- 
ceived through her would satisfy, and 
that the property received. by the hus- 
band through the wife should in no case 
be liable for tae debts, defaults or con- 
tracts of the husband existing at the 
time of marriage. 

Think of this: The act of December 16, 
1361, permitted any married woman to 
deposit in saving banks any sum of 
money, less than $1,000 in the aggregate, 
the proceeds of her own labor or of her 
children, with autaority to draw for and 
dispose of same as though she were not 
married! In 1866, this act was aciously 
amended so that any marri woman 
might deposit in * savings bank, and 
check out, an amount nct to exceed $2,000! 

The act of December 13, 1866, stands for 
the pereistent effort<« of Mr. Miller, and 
iS a crown Of glory to his memory. Taat 
act provides that all property of the wife 
real and personal and choses in action 
shali yemain her separate property, and 
all pr perty. given to or inherfted OT ac- 
quired by her during coveture, shall vest
